Leader Fly Fast On 


Eve of Annual 


Convention

YORK—Charges against 


Samuel Gorapers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
which he is accused of. false leader- 
ship and'recreancy to the cause of 
the American "workinfrman, BIS. fly- 
ing thick from anti-Gompers- labor 
union official* on the eve of the an- 
nual A. F. of >L. convention in' Den- 
ver. 
The most "vehement attacks 


are coming from m«n identified ^ith 
the movement for Irish freedom, 
nnd they now have been augmented 
by an appeal by Supreme Court 
Justice John Ford of this city, call- 
ing upon American labor to repudi- 
ate the leadership of Gompers nnd 
to "establish a new fores for the 
achievement 
of 
labor's 
rights 


through political action." 


Justice Ford's 
statements was 


prompted by the letter of Thomas 
M. Nolan, secretary »£ the Ameri- 
can Association for the Recognition 
of the Irish Republic, which de- 
manded that Gompers explain why 
he had refused or neglected to carry 
out the instructions of the Montreal 
convention £o_ aid Irish freedom.. 


The venerable leader of the A. F. 


of L., with the Denver convention 
at hand, faces the largest host of 
enemies he has ever known. In 
Now York these include Asst. Dist. 
Atty. Oscar W. Bohan, a Tammany 
lender, Justice Ford. Mr. Nolan, and 
the large minority element of the 
Central Trades and Labor Council. 
This minority, so large that at times 
it has controlled the action of the 
body, is composed of the labor rep- 
resentatives who formerly control- 
led~"the Central Labor Union, to de- 
stroy whose influence Gpmpers and 
the A, F. of L. Executive1 Council, 
aided by J. P. Holland, president of 
the New York Federation of Labor 
and his organization, 
forced the 


Central Labor Union out _pf exist- 
ance and established in its place 
the present Central Trades and La- 
bor Council, which consolidated th« 
central bodies of the several ^bor- 
oughs of greater New York.

OFSTA TE PIONEERS 


Girl Leaves Vivid Account 


of Hardships En- 


countered In 


Early Daya 


By FRED L. HOLMES 


The fascinating story 
of 
how 


Wisconsin was settled back .in the 
days of the territory can be gleaned 
only from .the- personal accounts-of 
the participants. When Wisconsin 
was .organized as a* territory-in 1886 
it had a population of 11,000; when 
admitted to statehood in 1848 its 
population had increased to 250,000 
and today the peculation is 2,631, 
839.Settlers to Wisconsin came in 
by boat, ,on foot and some drove 
from communities farther east.. The 
story of some of these immigrants 
have found their way into the staU 
historical 'Society. 
One woman, 


Sarah Foote, kept a complete ac- 
count of her -trip in 1845 to Wiscon- 
sin by team. 
The family settled 


in Winnebago countyy not far from 
Rusk Lake. Sarah was then a Lit- 
tle girl, who had been educated in 
a country school in-Ohio.-She wrote 
her diary at night after the fatigue 
of the day's travel. The Foote fam- 
ily have many relatives throughout 
Winebago county at the 
present 


time. 
The diary story, a part ol 


which is here reproduced, is typical 
of the trials of pioneers coming to 
Wisconsin. 


Here are some of the entries: 
"Monday, May 4, After • bidding 


our kind friends goodbye we got 
started about 9 o'clock. We soon 
after saw ahead of us some movers' 
wagons and we thought perhaps it 
was Mr. Grant's -teams, and sure 
enough on coming up with them 
we were saluted with ''Hurrah, Mr. 
Foote " ^Here we were, old neigh- 
bors, met in a strange land, so we 
traveled in company the rest 'of the 
day. Just after noon we crossed 
the line into Wisconsin. About dusk 
a man came along who wanted to 
trade his oxen for our horses, but 
we could not stop there, so we en- 
quired for the next good stopping 
place and told him to come on, while 
we went on about three and a half 
miles to a tavern. 


"Tuesday, .May 5. Our bill here 


was 60 cents. The man who had 
the oxen was here, so tfiis morning 
after looking over his cattle Father 
traded the old horses that ha<i been 
so faithful for five oxen and one 
cow. 
Our company of the day be- 


fore had gone on and now wev did 
not expect to keep up with them. 
We traveled 10 miles 'before noon 
and got to -Darien. Here we bought 
some ammunition, and myself a pair 
of combs lor is cents. We went 
twelve miles farther in the afte&r- 
noon and stopped at Humphrey's 
tavern where we bought- some corn 
for"-16 cents. 


"Wednesday, May 6. 
Our 
bill 


was seven shillings. It is rainy this 
morning and bad roads. We' came 
across Mr. Grant's peojle who had 
stopped to pay a visit. About an 
hour after this it rained "nard and 
we stopped at a private house until 
2 o'clock. We then went on to Tor- 
rey's hotel. We also passed through 
Fort Atkinson which is quite a targe 
place; there we bought some tea. 


"Friday, May 8. 
Our bill here 


was 75 cents and a good .place, too. 
At Watertown—which is really a 
large place for this new country— 
we bought a bushel of corn for 16 
cents and four pounds of crackers 
for our lunch, for 32 cents. W.e al- 
so bought 18 pence worth of oats, 
and a hundred weight of flour for 
?2.00. We have been through very 
prettjr country all day. We all think 
that if it is as good land as this 
where Uncle John and Henry are, 
we shall 'be contented. At night we 
found no signs of a public bouse, 
so enquired at a log house of a man 
who said he could keep us. We took 
his word for it and stopped. 


"Saturday, May 9. After paying 


the bill which seemed to bo greatly 
needed, we went on getting a very 
early start We ~were now between 
forty and fifty miles of Bush Lake, 
Winnebago county, 
our 
destined 


home, so concluded to leave ^Alvin 
and Charles behind with the oxen; 
with horses and buggy 
while the 


rest of us pushed on as fast as.pos- 
sible, for we did not like to be out 
over Sunday again: While feeding 
our h,orses at noon we saw Baliph 
Grant, but we soon left them' all 
behind, for we fourjd good roads, 
mostly level prairie. 
At a place 


called Hewitt's we bought 
some 


cookies for lunch nnd they proved 
to be good ones,too. It was a warm 
sunny day and we enjoyed" the ride 
first rate. At'about 3 o'clock we 
found ourselves in Ceresco.'8 Fou- 
rierite settlement where they pre- 
tend to live all alike and have all 
property in common. Here we ex- 
pected to meet brother Henry, or 
Uncle John, to guide us the last ten 
miles; but we learned that they had 
been there and had given up our 
coming so had gone away. They 
had left about two hours before we 
arrived, so after resting awhile and 
gaining all the information we could 
about the roads, we set out and 
finally reached our future home."

fed rations. Too many farmers feed 
oats alone just because they have 
an over supply, or corn, or barley 
for the same reason.

Secret murder and 
sordid romance utilize the torch to 
destroy traces of guilt. Love, jeal- 
ousy, envy, hatred, and avarice spur 
to tho act. 
Fraud, Chief Motive 


"Tho motives for incendiarism," 


said Deputy L. M. "Shearer of th« 
Madison headquarters, 'are in their 
order as follows: Fiist, to defraud 
Jie insurer; second, insanity and 
other forms of pyromania; third, 
revenge; fourth, to. conceal other 
crime." 
To the fire detective the old saying 
find the -woman" is transmuted in- 
to "find the insurance'policy." Fire- 
bugs often over-insure tbeir prop- 
erty, and it is. common for them to 
multiply insurance just before the 
fires. "These clews arc therefor* 
important. 
, . .. , 
The pyromaruac s work is identi- 


fied by absence of motive, 
other 


than a desire for havoc. 
Young 


persons of low mental order arc 
frequently victims of 
pyromania. 


Sometimes physical defect of a rem- 
ediable character exists. Irrational 
or slight motive characterizes the 
work of the insane. 
In its 14 years of existence tho 


fire marshal's office has proved hun- 
dreds of arson cases of every char- 
acter. State's prison is never free 
of firebugs. 
Evidence Always Present 
"The evidence to convict the fire- 
bug is always present at the time 
the fire is set,'1 is the theory of 
Deputy Shearer. "It might be part, 
ly destroyed, but if local officials will 
savo -what evidence is left, many 
more convictions will be obtained." 
The modern firebug sometimes 


has a motive as extraordinary as 
that of the Greek youth who fired 
the temple of Pallas in oruer to be 
talked about. One record tells of 
a lovesick swain who burned a barn 
belonging to the father of his 
sweetheart, his object being to for- 
ward his suit by effecting heroic 
rescues of the calves and chickens. 
This he did with great zest, thrust- 
ing his arm through the glass win- 
dow of a chicken coop, severing an 
artery and nearly bleeding to death. 
Desire for a better job transform- 


ed a Wausau watchman into a fire- 
bug. 
Three fires in a large mill 
were found to have been set by 
the extra night man, who wanted 
to report them promptly and so dis- 
tinguish himself. He overdid the 
part. His uncanny knowledge of 
where fires were burning and his 
zeal to get to them first brought 
him too strongly into the spotlight. 
"When the third fire was out, he was, 
too. 
An Uncanny Story 


Hero is a story with a touch of 


the uncanny—one in which fire nol 
set by human hand blazed up at 
midnight to light the way of justice 
and purge the name of a man mur- 
dered and branded with dishonor. 


Nicholas Biessen, a 
farmer on 


Brinkman's ridge, in 
La Crosse 
county, committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself with a shotgun on the 
night of Attg.

coroner's jury. Stamped with the 
guilt of his own destruction, Bies-

Shearer gathered that Mrs. Biessen 
dwelt in an atmosphere of suspi- 
cion. It appeared that for several | 
rears a young man named John 
3eier had been employed on the 
farm. He lived with the Biessens, 
and a variety of circumstances gave 
rise to rumors in which Biessen, 
Jeier and Mrs. Biessen figured as 
characters in the eternal triangle. 
For a week Shearer .pursued the 


.inquiry. 
Mrs. Biessen and Beier 
were smiling and 
confident, but 


their attitude changed when Beier 
was arrested, charged with the mur- 
der of Biessen, an Mrs. Biessen was 
icld on a statutory charge. 


Not until the trial did they break 


down and tell the whole story, Beier 
fid never been away. Like a guilty 
lover of some old Venetian romance, 
tie lived four months in the Biessen 
iome, secreted in a large closet, 
where Mrs. Biessen .supplied him 
with food. 
Only under cover of 
night did he leave concealment. 
Despite precautions, Biessen be- 
came apprised of the presence of 
the hidden guest. Arming himself 
with a shotgnn he broke in the door 
of Beier"s apartment. Beier met 
the outraged husband with a r^jc}- 
ver shot. 
Flames Avenge Dead. 


With Beier, Mrs Biessen conspired 


to conceal the crime. 
With the 
shotgun Biessen was mutilated to 
efface all traces of the revolver 
wound. The body was placed to in- 
dicate that Biessen had himself 
pulled the trigger of the shotgun. 
The suicide note was forged to de- 
ceive the 
authorities. 
Together 


Beier and Mrs. Biessen returned to 
their guilty habitation, only to be 
driven out by the avenging flames. 


Beier was sentenced for life, Mrs. 


Biessen received two years. The 
fire, which really led the way to the 
uncovering of the crime, is recorded 
as due to accidental causes. *

Deputies Shear and W. G. End, 
the latter of Milwaukee, in 1919 ar- 
rested Herman Schntte, a firebup 
violinist, who resided in Plymouth 
township, Sheboygan county. Schuet- 
te didn't waste his time fiddling 
while the conflagration raged. More 
careful than Nero, he milked his 
cow before he fired the barn that 
sheltered her, and then he walked 
seven miles, carrying the milk in 
the jar, without spilling a drop. 
With painstaking c«re he swept the 
granary floor and tied up the few 
scattered seeds in bags and then 
burned the granary. He was -caie- 
ful about everything except clews. 


When neighbors, rushed to the 
burning farmstead they found the 
house, barn and granary all aflame 
on the inside at the same time, 
showing that the fire could not have 
spread from one to the other.

TO ITS OWN AGAIN

Jack 
Johnson's 
abuse of 
the 


heavyweight title and the 
honor 


that went with it is one of the sad 
chapters of the heavyweight game. 


Jack Johnson, big husky negro, 


had made a name for himself in the 
ring with his skill, cunning and hard 
punch, and it was natural that a part 
of the public should clamor for a 
bout between Burns and the leading 
colored heavyweight. Burns accept- 
ed the challenge of Johson's friends 
and met the negro on December 25, 
1908. 
Fight fans will 'recall that 


the battle was staged in Sydney, 
Australia, the fighters hearing the 
clinking of the large gate receipts 
there. The two men fought for- a 
purse of $35,000. 
Burns received 


all but $5,000 of that amount. The 
bout was a decision affair, Johnson 
winning the verdict 
in 
fourteen 


rounds. Tho police ended the con- 


test at that point. 
Johnson was 


recognized as the heavyweight king. 


Late the following year, October 


1, Stanley Ketchel, a -dwarf 
com- 


pared to the big black, bnt a- game 
fighter and a hard hitter, essayed 
to bring the crown 
back 
to the 


white race. He met Johnson 
at 


Colma, Gal., and went down to de- 
feat in the twelfth round. 


Jeffries heeded the call 
of 
his 


friends—and perhaps the call of the 
dollars. The huge purse of $101,000 
certainly was attractive. 
Jeffries 


undoubtedly thought that because 
of his clean living in the outdoors 
during his five years of retirement 
and his tremendous strength he could, 
defeat Johnson. 
There was^ another 


thing which influenced the big black- 
smith—and has influenced scores of 
other great'men to do rash acts. 
That was the fear that the. public 
would take the wrong view of a re- 


fusal—would hand the slur of "fear" 
along. But the one big reason which 
prompted Jeffries 
to 
attempt a 


comeback as his desire to take the 
title away from Johnson and re- 
store it to tho white race. 
It Was Only Jeffries' Shell 


Jeffries'trained for the bout with 


his whole heart. The battle was 
staged at Reno, Nev., on July _ 4, 
1910.

Kings and 


queens, Henry VII and Queen Eliza- 
beth and Victoria of a later day 
were all accounted "fair archers" 
and were proud to( wear the. uni- 
forms or colors of favorite clubs 
and take part in tourneys. At the 
end of the eighteenth century arch- 
ery was at its peak as a fashionable 
amusement and the Royal Bowmen, 
the Royal Torophilite society, and 
the Woodmen of Arden were centers 
of social life. On lawns of great 
estates or the grounds of the arch- 
ery clubs, men in green coats, and 
ladies in trailing gowns with scarfs 
around shoulders, but with smart 
brilliant ribbons tied on .the tops of 
bows, shot arrows, below whose tips 
were pa'inted 'the colors ' of their 
clubs.

THE FARMERS PROFITS" 


F 


ARMERS of Minnesota operate at a big financial loss. This 
is brought out in a survey made for the United States Gov- 


ernment by Professors G. A. Pond and Andrew Boss of the 
State "School of Agriculture. Though working an average of 
72 hours a week, they lost from 50 to 75 cents of every dollar 
they put Into their 1920 crops. The only *rop grown on the 47 
farms on which a profit was made was alfalfa. The cost of pro 
duction of alfalfa was estimated at $11.90, while the sale price 
was $16. Only fotir of the 24 farms surveyed grew any alfalfa 
whatever, 


Corn, which represents the greatest crop, produced on all 


of the 24 farms studied from a total of 1155 acres, is typical. 
labor cost $14.99 an acre; seed, 72 cents; twine, 2 cents; thresh- 
Ing, 2 cents; manure, 37 cents; machinery, $2.65; rental, $11.85; 
the total being $30.62. 


The actual value per acre received was $13.30, a loss per 


acre of $17.32. The cost per bushel was 81 cents, the return per 
bushel, 35 cents. 


/Oats that cost 69 cents per bushel to produce returned the 


fanner 34 cents per bushel. Barley that cost $1.84 per bushel 
gave back 55 cents. Tame hay that cost $15.87 a ton, when sold 
produced $8, while wild hay, which cost $16.31 a ton, produced 
only $5. 
' • 
Flax that cost $2.74 a bushel returned $1.80. Rye that re- 


turned $1.25 a bushel cost $1.33. 
; 


Silage cost $7.94 a ton and brought $4,74. Fodder cost 


$11.95 a ton and returned $7. 


The survey of labor conditions indicates that the Minnesota 


farmer averages 11 hours a day, week days, and six hours Sun- 
days. In the busy season he works 15 and 16 hours a day. Five 
holidays a year are his usual lot. The high cost of labor is as- 
signed as the cause of the lengthening hours of farm labor. 


In 1905 a similar snrvey in Rice County showed that farm- 


ers worked on the average 8.9 hours a day, and 3.6 hours Sun- 
day. 


Selecting 24 farms in Cottonwood County, the investigators 


under Professor Pond allowed 35 cents an hour for labor, 20 
cents an hour for horse labor, both actual costs; they valued 
aeed at current prices at seeding time, twine and threshing at 
actual expenditures, manure at $2 a load pins cost of hauling,
